he Shinnecock Nation has started a 

month-long protest on Sunrise Highway 
in Hampton Bays to demand action from the 
United States, New York State, Suffolk County 
and the Town of Southampton to aid in its 
economic advancement. 

Dubbed “Sovereignty Camp 2020,” the 
protest is organized by the Warriors of the 
Sunrise, which was formed “response to 
the Shinnecock Nation’s struggle to provide 
resources to its Tribal members due to hundreds 
of years of violent settler colonization and land 
theft.” According to the Shinnecock Nation, 
the Warriors of the Sunrise are “sick of New 
York State standing in the way of our economic 
development. We need to feed our people!” 

The protest will take place at the spot where 
the Shinnecock Nation plans to build its second 
monument. They are demanding that New 
York State drop its lawsuit over the monument, 
a meeting with Gov. Andrew Cuomo, that the 
state recognize recognize the Shinnecock 
Nation’s Trade and Fishing Rights and pass the 
unmarked Grave Protection Laws. :

t the October 27 Southampton Town 

Board meeting, the entire board— 
Town Supervisor Jay Schneiderman, 
Councilwoman Julie Lofstad, Councilman 
John Bouvier, Councilman Rick 
Martel and Councilman Tommy John 
Schiavoni—co-sponsored and approved a 
resolution designating five parking spaces 
throughout the town to be reserved for use by 
veterans and active military. 

“As the son of a father who served in World 
War II and Korea, I’m happy to support this,” 
Schneiderman said as he announced his co- 
sponsorship of the resolution, the first of its 
kind in the Hamptons. 

The five parking spaces, each designated 
with a new reserved parking sign, include 
one at Southampton Town Hall, one at the 
Bridgehampton South-West Municipal Parking 
Lot, one adjacent to the Hampton Bays Post 
Office, one at Southampton Youth Services 
and one at the Southampton Town Parks and 
Recreation Department. The preferred spaces 
are located near but not necessarily adjacent to 


handicap spots. And the funds for the creation 
and installation of the five reserved parking 
signs, $266.40 in total, are being drawn from a 
Parks Maintenance Repair Building G/L. 

While five spaces in all of Southampton 
Town may not seem like very many, the 
board expressed interest in expanding on this 
resolution in the future and encouraging local 
business owners to do the same. “We're hoping 
that maybe other privately owned areas would 
like to do it, and we can certainly expand it on 
other town properties if we decide to do so,” 
Lofstad explained during the meeting, 

The board hopes to have a small unveiling 
of the newly reserved Southampton Town Hall 
parking space and sign ahead of Veterans Day. 
No concrete details have been released at the 
time of writing. 

This resolution is the latest display of 
the Southampton Town Board’s commitment 
to the appreciation of veterans. Those who

A Plan to Change the Names of Half the Towns in the Hamptons 


was sitting at a table out 

front of the Shinnecock 
Lobster Factory on the 
Montauk Highway, enjoying 
one of their lobster rolls— 
declared the best in the 
Hamptons by Yahoo—when 
I heard two customers at a 
nearby table talking about 
the fact that the Washington Redskins football 
team has agreed to change its name and could the 
Atlanta Braves and the Kansas City Chiefs be far 
behind? 

“I wonder if villages in the Hamptons will 
change their names,” one of them said. 

“Why do you say that?” 

“Because about half of them are places the 
Indians named.” 

It’s true. They include Montauk, Napeague, 
Amagansett, Acabonac, Pantigo, Sagaponack, 
Poxabogue, Mecox, Wickabogue, Mashashimuet, 
Noyac, Tuckahoe, Sebonac, Ponquogue, Quogue, 
Quiogue, Speonk, Cupsogue, Moriches and, of 
course, Shinnecock, where we were sitting. 

Sometime, early on after the English settlers 
landed, they'd go on horseback to a new place 
in the Hamptons and ask the local Indians what 
they called these places. And these names above 
were some of the answers. 

Lance Gumbs came over to our table, wanting 
to know how we enjoyed our lobster roll. He is 
one of the trustees on the 
Shinnecock Indian Nation 
tribal council. And he runs 
the Shinnecock Lobster 
Factory. I told him what I 
heard and asked him what 
he thought. 

“Sounds like another Dan 
story,” he said. “Anyway, I don’t 
mind when they’re visiting one 
of our ‘stolen’ places.” 

But what if everybody 
in Shinnecock agreed with 
Gumbs, but one did not. With 
just one offended, would we 
change all these names? I’ve 
heard people say that even if 
just one person said it was hurtful, we’d have to 
change them all. It’s just so easy to go over the 
top. For instance, in Southampton the school 
board changed the name of Columbus Day to 
Indigenous Peoples Day, but then with the Italians

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in town up in arms, they agreed to officially 
declare that day to be Indigenous Peoples and 
Italian Heritage Day. But if you drive across the 
town line to East Hampton, it’s still Columbus 
Day. While in other school districts the day is 
just “no school.” Probably the least controversial 
of all. ; 

Here are other recent developments. On the 
good side, Governor Cuomo has designated June 
19 “Juneteenth,” celebrating the date that the 
Emancipation Proclamation freed the slaves. 

On the more questionable side, the Shelter 
Island Board of Education voted to retire the 

school’s mascot, “Indians,” 

going forward. Is it on the floor 
of the school gym? It will be 
scrubbed off. 

But now, just a few weeks 
later, a group of Shinnecocks 
who call themselves Warriors 
of the Sunrise are protesting 
on the Sunrise Highway 
in Hampton Bays to have 
their Shinnecock _ territory 
there be officially declared 
“Indian Territory.” They 

Gare proud to use the word 

“Indian.” It’s even part of their 

corporate seal. 

But let’s just stretch this 
whole conversation a little further. Although half 
our communities have Indian names, almost all 
the other half have English names, so declared 
by the homesick early English settlers. If those

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CLASHING CULTURES AND A PUBLIC ART OUTRAGE 


All Eyes on “Bonac Blin 


he comingling of cultures in the Hamptons, the adjacency of farms 

and mansions, of billionaires and Bonackers, has long been woven 

into the fabric of its appeal. It is also part of an undercurrent of clashes 

that often go unseen by many. That is, until something brings things back 
into focus. 

Such a momentarrived in October, albeit unintended, when East Hampton 
artist Scott Bluedorn debuted a unique art installation on Accabonac Harbor 
as part of the Parrish Art Museum’s Parrish Road Show—the “Bonac Blind” 
a floating duck blind and livable mini-home with multilayered meaning 
behind it. 

The message “honors the older traditions of the area, fishing, farming, 
hunting, being close to the land and the environment—those are things 
that are built into the local counter culture of Springs,” Bluedorn explains. 
“One could also say that a lot of families have been displaced because of 
affordability, the housing crisis and the gentrification of that area, and the 
whole area in general....You can hear it in the name itself, ‘Bonac Blind,’ as 
well. It’s a double entendre, meaning the current culture is blind to the fact 
that people of this culture exist, and it’s eroding.” 

The culture Bluedorn is spotlighting is that of the Bonackers, the 
founding settler families of Springs who have attempted to remain 
in the Accabonac Harbor area and throughout East Hampton for 
generations despite the rising cost of living pushing them and other 
multi-generational families out. 

“It wakes people up to the fact of this older culture that is closer to the 
natural world than we are now—in touch with the rhythm of tides, bird 
migrations and fish migrations, and that’s really important, because as the 
makeup of the town changes, I think a lot of that is lost,” Bluedorn says, 
clarifying that he isn’t a Bonacker himself. “I just want to make sure that 
people know what the founding principles are, and that goes back to the 
Montaukett tribes that lived in that area and were, in turn, displaced by the 
settler families. So it also speaks to the fact that people are constantly being

displaced, either forcefully or by their own will.’ 

Shortly after unveiling “Bonac Blind,” Bluedorn was surprised to find that 
the town trustee’s permit posted at the installation site, acknowledging his 
permission to dock his art piece on Accabonac Harbor, had gone missing. 
Next, he noticed that it looked like someone had kicked in a few of the 
structure’s plexiglass windowpanes. The next day, before he had a chance 
to replace the windowpanes, he discovered that someone had thrown dead 
fish, squid and bait through the opening. In addition to the minor damage 
to the duck blind, a homemade metal caltrop (a tire-flattening a was 
found in the parking lot leading to the installation. 

While Bluedorn doesn’t have concrete evidence to an organized attack 
on “Bonac Blind” and is not looking to point fingers or find the people 
responsible, he does have a suspicion that he offended the very group he 
was trying to honor. “I thought there was a possibility that some of the same 
people who I’m trying to honor wouldn’t want that attention or would take 
it the wrong way,” Bluedorn says. “There has been an anti-art, anti-city- 
person vibe among these people, and for them to take it the wrong way, like 
I’m invading their space or bringing them unwanted attention, I thought 
could be possible.” He adds, “Fish being thrown in there may have been a 
calling card, but there was no message or reason given.” 

Bluedorn later replaced the plexiglass windowpanes and trustee’s permit, 
adding a second sign explaining his respectful intentions for “Bonac Blind” 
in case there was a misunderstanding, but that sign and the second permit 
also disappeared shortly after. When he disclosed the events that befell 
“Bonac Blind” on social media, the East End arts community responded 
with notes of support but made it clear that the unfortunate nature of this 
news was far from surprising. 

“T still see the ‘Bonac Blind’ as a sign of hope, because it generated 
a tremendous amount of positive responses from dozens of visitors,” 
says Corinne Erni, Parrish Road Show organizer and Senior Curator of 
ArtsReach and Special Projects. “It saddens me that there were people 
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who felt offended and saw it as an easy target to 
anonymously express their anger rather than engage 
in an open conversation. Scott’s work is a labor of 
love that addresses issues that he, as a local artist, is 
concerned about—the disappearance of traditions, 
the environment, and affordable housing. He created 
an enjoyable experience while asking questions. 
That’s what good art does.” 

Although there has been nobody yet deemed 
responsible for this action, that is almost beside 
the point. “There are people who feel that art is not 
for them—that its sheer existence in their world is 
unwelcoming, meant only for those with means,” 
Southampton Arts Center Artistic Director Amy 
Kirwin explains. “But the beauty of Scott’s work and 
so many others, especially on the East End, is the 
inspiration taken from the cherished history of the 
region. It’s important to present projects like this that 
move outside the walls of museums, galleries and 
art centers in order to show people that art is a part 
of life, that it comes in many forms, and it truly is for 
everyone.” 

Founder of dance theater company The Neo-Political 
Cowgirls Kate Mueth reveals that she has “had retaliatory actions taken 
against me at my home due to public art supported by East Hampton Town,” 
shedding light on the fact that anti-art sentiments have reared their heads in 
the Hamptons before “Bonac Blind.” 

In 2014, Mueth followed the necessary East Hampton Town procedures 
to take over the Parsons Blacksmith Shop in Springs for a two-week run of 
Voyeur, an experimental inside-out installation where the audience remained 
outside the building and moved from window to window to piece together a

20-minute theater production taking place inside. As 
she was arriving on location for rehearsal one day, a 
man ina truck began to yell at her through his window. 

“It was a gentleman in our community who continued 
to yell at me and be angry at me, asking why artists are 
getting all these special permissions and opportunities 
to use spaces and land owned by the town. He went 
on a very ugly tirade and raised his fists at me at one 
point. It was ugly and bad and out of nowhere,” she 
explains. “There’s some kind of odd vitriol toward 
artists by, I’m sure, just a few people.” When she left 
her home for a quick errand the next day, she returned 
to find a huge wall of dirt, about 10 feet tall and 10 feet 
wide, barricading her driveway. 

Few areas are more difficult for an artist to both work 
and live in than the Hamptons, with the rising cost of 
living affecting East End artists as it does many local 
fishermen, farm workers, small business owners and 
others. Such backlash makes it all the more difficult, 
but it should be noted that much of the community 
supports the arts, of course, and those on the creative 
side of such pursuits. The light, the space, the peace,

The Private Pergola Experience 
includes a tour, pergola table reservation 
with small plates, wine tasting and special 
wine library bottle! Both experiences are offered for up 
to 10 guests.

If you've worked up a larger appetite, Townline BBQ 
is right down the road. A 30-second Uber or a 5-minute

A Wintevs Tale: Atts Groups Adapt to an Unprecedented Season 


n October, the Broadway League announced that the 

Great White Way would remain closed until May 30, 
2021. The extended closure, due to COVID-19, is a huge 
hit to the performing arts industry, putting thousands 
of people out of work, from actors to technicians. On 
the East End, where performing arts thrive year-round, 
theaters have had to get creative and figure out a way 
forward, despite an uncertain set of obstacles. 

The performing arts industry as a whole has received 
very limited guidance from the government on how to 
move forward, despite other businesses and industries 
being allowed to reopen. “Phase 4 has come and gone 
and I respect that theater feels high-risk, but we’re 
watching casinos again to 25% and you can’t help but 
question what’s essential about that versus the arts we're 
providing for people,” says Artistic Director Julienne 
Penza-Boone of the Westhampton Beach Performing 
Arts Center (WHBPAC). “We're not demanding that 
theaters be open to 100% capacity but what we want is to 
at least have some guidelines. We’ve come up with plans 
on our end, but we need the state to work with us and 
certainly as long as we’re not allowed to reopen, we're 
going to need some help.” 

Southampton Arts Center Executive Director Tom 
Dunn notes that plans need to come from the top. “The 
federal government has a lot more to do with regard to 
the entertainment and cultural sector,” he says. “Follow 
the lead of the United Kingdom, for example, where they 
had a stimulus package designed specifically for arts and 
culture and entertainment.” 

The theaters on the East End have come together 
during this time and are advocating for one another. 
The Hamptons Arts Network (HAN), which includes 
19 different organizations throughout the East End, 
worked together to stay afloat during the quarantine and 
continue to do so. “During the height of the pandemic, 
we had a standing weekly call with all 19 members of the 
Hamptons Arts Network where we helped each other 
navigate the federal relief,” says Dunn. “We all shared 
our reopening plans with one another. We all have the 
same intention. We’re stronger together and don’t view 
each other as competition.” Penza-Boone has her staff 
calling the governor’s office daily. 


While some of the venues can now open for film 
screenings at 25% capacity thanks to new Long Island 
guidelines, that’s not necessarily the answer for all. 
“We are a screening facility, we have high definition 
projection,” says Artistic Director Josh Gladstone of 
Guild Hall, “We qualify as a site that could do screenings. 
But we are choosing not to, because we still are very 
concerned about the health and wellbeing of our patrons, 
audience and staff. We feel it’s premature to reopen a 
movie theater at this time while a spike is potentially 
happening again.” Gladstone isn’t the only one that feels 
this way; Sag Harbor Cinema has not set a reopening 
date, and Regal cinemas have closed nationally. 

For Guild Hall, which will celebrate its 90th anniversary 
in 2021, performing arts will be virtual for the winter 
and outdoors when it gets warmer. “We intend to 
reopen in May with a much broader slate of socially 
distanced outdoor programs in our outdoor theater,” 
says Gladstone. “We’re going to have to be creative. We 
will continue with our virtual offerings. Because film and 
television production is ratcheting up again, we're going 
to pivot to more online streaming from the theater. We 
can stream as if we were a production studio.” Gladstone 
adds that there are currently no plans to reopen the John 
Drew Theater in 2021 “unless we get some amazing news 
about a vaccine being wildly available. I’m hopeful we'll 
work with some amazing outdoor programs with our 
sponsors as benefits next summer. The next few months 
are going to be online. That’s where it’s at for us.” 

“It’s going to be tough,” says Bay Street Theater 
Executive Director Tracy Mitchell. The theater—which 
recently announced the purchase of a major property to 
build a new, permanent space—has gone virtual for the 
time being. “We're trying to keep plowing forward and 
producing new things,” she says, adding that the theater 
is trying to keep their artists employed. “Even if we can’t 
be with each other, we can ask the community, ‘how are 
you? Are you okay?” 

But despite the restrictions and challenges, “It’s still 
very optimistic,” says Penza-Boone, who continues the 
push of virtual programming. She is hopeful that the arts 
community will continue to persevere and thrive. “We 
know the comeback is going to be extraordinary.”

This Week’s Cover Artist: Catol Gold

N orth Fork artist Carol 
Sy Gold reflects on the 
es allure of local light, beautiful 
= beaches and more. 


What was the inspiration 
for this piece? 

“The Pumpkin Wagon” 
was created on a day of plein- 
air painting sponsored by the 
East End Arts Council, followed by an auction. I was 
attracted by the forms, colors and varied textures of 
what I saw. The painting was purchased at auction by 
Tom Lennon, after I'd had it photographed. I believe 
its spatial, three-dimensional quality and effects of 
light have always been characteristic of my work. 


Talk about your art style. 

I am very much interested in the draftsmanship of 
how forms of objects appear, for example, within a 
landscape. People have said, “I feel I can walk right 
into your paintings.” I am intrigued by light and 
love to paint scenes with water, of the North Fork 
and of Caribbean beaches. These paintings are most 
likely collected because they share grin: special 
between me and the viewer. 


Tell us about your artistic process. 

It is to see, to react, and to visualize a completed 
painting. I work primarily on oil landscapes painted 
upon large Belgian linen canvases that I size and stretch

S outhampton Shores-based author Tade Reen’s 
new book, Conscience Point, is a novel set in the 
Hamptons that tells the story of Rachel Jones, 
a hedge funder who falls in love with Walter 
“Scallop” Koslowski, a local farmer.

You started as an actor, how did you 
get into writing? 

I was always writing growing up, then I 
started writing plays, as every theater major 
does. I got out of college and I was an actor for 
the better part of my 20s. Then Muhlenberg 
paid me to write a play from a federal grant 
they received and that play turned into a 
touring show. I did that and started to get 
the feedback that my talent is more in writing 
than acting, and at that point I wasn’t making 
any money acting. So I entered the real world, 
got a job and wrote my first book. Then this 
idea just hit me straight out of nowhere. It took on a 
life of its own and I found myself writing on subways 
and buses once we moved to the suburbs to keep the 
story moving. The feedback has been great thus far. 
Seeing people I don’t know reading it is pretty cool. 


The book is a love story, but not classified as 
“romance novel.” 
I never thought I'd write something that would be 


to complement the envisioned 
work. The process is a lengthy 
one. My major paintings are all 
professionally lit and photographed 
before being shown.Most are 
available as museum-quality, 
custom-sized giclees on canvas that 
I stretch myself. I am fortunate to 
have had collectors seek out my 
work. 


If you weren’t an artist what 
would you be doing? 

Gardening, boating and building 
houses, but the first two provide 
subject matter for my work, and the 
last gives emphasis to the structure 
of things, inherent in my paintings. 


What inspires you the most? 

As a teenager attending a Manhattan special art 
high school, I became a Saturday museum rat—at 
the Metropolitan, Brooklyn Museum and the Frick 
Collection, where I imagined I might live, and admired 
work by Constable, Ingres and Velazquez. Today I 
am inspired by monitoring the growth of the work of 
other artists and sharing studio space with many of 
them, which we do at our adult community in Boynton 
Beach, Florida. We have a free, open studio one day 
a week, our own rotating gallery space and willing 
volunteer models. Many teachers, over the years have 
affected both my art and its resulting 30 years of art 
teaching and supervision. At Pratt Institute’s BS and

Talk about your Hamptons connection and how 
it informed “Conscience Point.” 

I live in Westchester and grew up in 
Connecticut, and was out east for the 
better part of the summer.

I felt a lot more seasonal 
tension between the locals and the new crowd.

Under his leadership, UNCF has 
raised more than $3 billion and helped 
more than 110,000 students earn 
college degrees and launch careers. 
Annually, UNCF’s work enables 
60,000 students to go to college 
with UNCF scholarships and attend 
its 37 member historically black 
college and universities (HBCUs). 
In 2018, Jean Shafiroff served 

as a co-chair of UNCF’s Hamptons 
Gala. Here she speaks with Dr. Lomax 
about UNCF’s vital role and strategies 
for these challenging times, innovating 
for the future, the economic impact of 
HBCUs and more. 


JEAN SHAFIROFF: Michael, the 
UNCF has done wonderful work since 
its beginnings. Can you please tell our 
readers about UNCF? 

DR. MICHAEL LOMAX: UNCF is one 
of higher education’s most impactful 
assets. Since its founding in 1944, 
UNCF has provided its member 
private historically black colleges and 
universities (HBCUs) with financial 
and capacity-building assistance, 
enabling more than 460,000 students 
of color to earn a college degree. UNCF 
annually supports approximately 
60,000 students across 1,100 colleges 
and awards 10,000 scholarships to 
deserving young men and women. Still, 
for every scholarship UNCF grants to a 
student in need, nine other candidates 
are denied for lack of funding. 


JS: What do you hope your “go 
forward” strategy will do to preserve 
the legacy of HBCUs? 

DR. LOMAX: UNCF’s strategy for the 
future is focused on prioritizing the 
sustainability and transformation of 
the UNCF network of 37 HBCUs so that 
they can continue to produce the next 
generation of leaders as we all adapt to 
today’s new realities. 

HBCUs account for only 3% of the 
nation’s colleges and universities, and 
they enroll 10% of all African American 
undergraduates. Yet, they consistently 
punch above their weight, producing

17% of all bachelor’s degrees earned by 
African Americans. And they produce 
strong, impressive results—educational, 
economic and societal impacts for their 
students, the communities in which 
they are rooted, and for our nation. 
They remain true to their values and 
produce out-sized results, annually 
contributing $14.8 billion to the 
national economy and 134,090 jobs to 
their local and regional economies. 


JS: How has UNCF addressed both 
pandemics—coronavirus and the 
social justice movement? 

DR. LOMAX: Every day, COVID-19 
and social injustice exacerbate the 
challenges students and institutions 
must overcome. During even normal 
times, HBCUs face a funding gap and 
must stretch every dollar. UNCF has 
worked tirelessly to address the critical 
emergency needs of the member 
HBCUs and their students. 

UNCF’s work on behalf of HBCUs 
and their students is inextricably 
intertwined with the ongoing Black 
struggle for full citizenship rights, 
privileges and protections. It is 
important that HBCUs are not 
merely sustained but are fueled and 
strengthened for the work ahead. 
UNCF is up for this challenge and 
needs increased support now more 
than ever! 


JS: How can potential supporters 
invest in UNCF? 

DR. LOMAX: Despite our 
progress, we still can help only 1 in 
10 students applying for financial 
assistance. Recent data shows 39% of 
students who enrolled in HBCUs in 
the fall did not return to college the 
following year—due in part to a lack 
of financial resources.

Deal Closed! Bay Street Theater 
Officially Has New Sag Hathoxr Home 


BAY STREET THEATER WILL SOON HAVE A NEW, PERMANENT HOME 


BY TAYLOR K. VECSEY 


ay Street Theater has confirmed that the theater will build a new, permanent 

home on a newly acquired property on Long Island Avenue in Sag Harbor 
Village, where the 7-Eleven and several other stores are currently located inside a 
strip mall next to the bridge from North Haven. 

The purchase of 22 Long Island Avenue, with a 15,000-square-foot, mixed- 
use building, closed officially on Friday, October 30 and sold for close to its 
$13.9 million asking price. Behind The Hedges reported the property was in 
contract earlier in October. Douglas Elliman’s Enzo Morabito, with Adam Rothman, 
represented the property since it went on the market in July. 

Bay Street Theater and Sag Harbor Center for the Arts will be the nonprofit 
professional theater’s first purpose-built home. Multiple theaters are planned, 
including a main stage, and it will feature dedicated space for Bay Street’s year- 
round educational programs for children and adults. The facility will also include a 
center for new work development, a shop and scenery storage, special events, and 
professional development initiatives, as well as outdoor performance and public 
spaces. Now in its 30th year, Bay Street also serves thousands of students each year 
and partners with more than 30 local nonprofits annually. 

The Friends of Bay Street and Sag Harbor Redevelopment, a separate nonprofit 
organization, has been created to oversee the site’s development, which included the 
property purchase. The group will also oversee financing, fundraising and design. 
Friends of Bay Street will work with the nonprofit theater and its Board of Trustees 
on the new building’s development. 

Groundbreaking is not expected until mid-2021 and completion is slated for 2023. 


“The creation of a permanent home for Bay Street has long been a goal for all of 
us at the organization, and I’m thrilled that, along with the Friends of Bay Street, 
we are able to build upon the work of our visionary founders Sybil Christopher, 
Emma Walton Hamilton and Stephen Hamilton, to make that dream a reality,” 
says Tracy Mitchell, Bay Street’s executive director. “I’m incredibly grateful to Bay 
Street Theater’s Chairman, Steven Todrys, and the entire Board of Trustees for 
their support and leadership at this incredible juncture as we enhance the artistic 
contributions we make to the field and the home we provide to our wonderful 
community.” 

The architect for the project will be announced in the coming months, and at that 
time more details about the facilities and its special features will be released. 

“Today is a foundational next step in the history and ongoing trajectory of Bay 
Street Theater as well as for the Sag Harbor community. The location of the new 
complex will offer residents and visitors access to the revitalized waterfront and 
even more space for productions and community offerings, expanding the Theater 
as a hub for engagement and creativity,” says Adam Potter, Founder and Chairman 
of Friends of Bay Street. “Not only is the project an investment in the future of both 
Sag Harbor and nonprofit theater, it allows Bay Street Theater to expand its role as 
a major cultural, civic and economic resource in the region.” 

Bay Street’s new home is located next to the John Steinbeck Waterfront Park, 
“transforming what is currently a commercial space into a community resource,” 
the theater said in a statement. 

As for the businesses such as the 7-Eleven and Sing City, and Water Street Wines 
& Spirits, they will have to relocate, but leadership with the Friends of Bay Street 
said they are working with the business owners to help them find new space. @&

daliz Dolly Lenz is known for 

logging 80 to 90-hour work weeks. 

As a child, she was cultured in 

the importance of labor from her 
immigrant parents, who held service 
jobs while she was growing up in 
a Washington Heights tenement 
rental, and today Lenz is unabashed 
about constantly being bottom-line 
focused, committed to her profession. 
Many rankers, including Forbes, 
have pegged her as having sold more 
real estate than any other broker in the 
United States—an estimated $12 billion 
to date. 

“Part of why I work late into the 
night is my need to communicate with 
clients from Asia and Australia who 
are interested in buying American 
properties. I have to be ready to go 
when they are,” she explains. 

Lenz, 63, claims not to have taken 
a “vacation” in about 20 years (when 
she spent a few days in Hawaii), but 
she and her husband, Aaron (a retired 
CPA), who live in midtown Manhattan, 
do have a special getaway place. “This 
is why my Southampton home is so 
meaningful,” she says of her property in 
the Village Estate section. “I can easily 
work there while combining time with 
my family and their friends. We have 
room to spread out. We can swim in the 
pool, besides visiting Southampton’s 
great small-town feeling, quality dining 
like Suki Zuki and The Golden Pear— 
and class stores.” 

Besides Aaron—who worked as his 
wife’s CFO for a number of years—there 
is daughter Jenny, 30, “a Dolly Lenz 
in training,” and her son, Joseph, 31, 

a managing director at hedge fund 
firm Angelo Gordon. Both Dolly and 
Jenny can be found on the Hampton 
Jitney, even sometimes commuting 
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back and forth in one day. “I probably 
have $10,000 in Jitney coupons!” Dolly 
exclaims. 

Lenz’s real estate career began 
to take off when she signed up with 
Prudential Douglas Elliman. She got 
mega-branding when she began hosting 
popular shows on CNBC in 2006, 
including Mega Homes: Secret Lives 
of the Super Rich and Million Dollar 
Home Challenge. Earning the Vice 
Chair title, she went “independent” in 
2013. 

Since then, the Dolly & Jenny 
Show has read like a Who’s Who list of 
the rich and famous. Names like Donald 
Trump, Barbra Streisand, Billy Joel, 
Sean “Diddy” Combs, Mariah Carey, 
Leonardo DiCaprio, Deepak Chopra 
and others. In the Hamptons, Dolly and 
Jenny have had great triumphs amidst 
their real estate wheeling and dealing. 

“I remember the time I sold 
Wainscott’s Burnt Point Mansion for 
billionaire philanthropist Stewart 
Rahr for $45 million. I sold 
Broadway producer/heiress Terry 
Allen Kramer’s Squabble Lane, 
Southampton home. I sold Vera 
Wang’s Gin Lane home....There 
are SO many more under NDAs.” 

Chimes in Jenny, “I often 
accompanied my mother on 
these real estate tours. I didn’t 
go away to summer camp— 
Hamptons real estate was my 
summer camp.” 

According to Dolly, “the 
latest Hamptons real estate 
buzz term is ‘safe haven.’ I 
remember how the Hamptons 
went through a similar 
period after 9/11. Given the 
distressed conditions in NYC 
now, there is an abundance of 
buyers with money who want 
to stay near the five boroughs 
but have space, serenity and 
safety for their families.” 

When will NYC come back to 
the prosperity it enjoyed before 
COVID-19? “The majority of the 
affluent residents and foreign 
investors are staying put with 
their properties,” Lenz analyzes. 
“There is even a decent stream of 
new buyers looking for bargains. 
With a new mayor”—she likes 
Citigroup exec Richard McGuire— 
“starting in 2022, along witha 
vaccine, NYC should be humming 
again by mid-2022.” 

A two-time cancer survivor, Lenz 
vents how the rich-and-famous 
real estate game isn’t always 
glamorous. “When Columbus 
Circle was developing into Time 
Warner Center, I was told I 
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had the package with Trump’s 
Island Shangri-la Hotel. 

It was four years 
of work, costing 
me $100,000.
